The census report shows that 
3,989 bales of cotton were ginned 
in Shelby County from the crop 
of 1939 prior to November 14, as 
compared with 5,333 bales for the 
crop of 1938. 

The report is by Gordon Mooney, 
special agent of the census bureau 
for Shelby County. 


ALABAMA POWER COMPANY 
PAYS REGULAR DIVIDEND 


Birmingham, Ala,, Nov., 24—The 
Board of Directors of Alabama 
Power Company on November 17 
declared the regular quarterly divi¬ 
dends, totalling approximately 
$552,000, on its $6 and $7 preferred 
stock, payable January 2, 1940, to 
stockholders of record December 13, 
1939. Action on the $5 preferred 
stock, dividends on which are pay¬ 
able February 1, was deferred until 
January. 


Of each $1 paid for gasoline at 
service stations, only 71 cents act¬ 
ually goes for motor fuel. The 
other 29 cents is taken by the tax 
collector. This amounts to a 40- 
per-cent sales tax levy.

“The list of cotton products suit¬ 
able for Christmas gifts is so long 
and varied that no shopper need 
be fearful of duplications when he 
or she makes out the family gift 
list.” 

Pointing out that the Cotton 
Christmas plan offers great op¬ 
portunities for a large volume of 
cotton goods sales, the Council said 
that should every person in the Belt 
doing Christmas shopping this year 
buy one cotton gift more than us¬ 
ual, the sales of cotton products 
would be boosted by millions of 
dollars. 

“Every time a person buys a cot¬ 
ton article for Christmas he is 
buying just that much prosperity 
for himself and the people of the 
American Cotton Belt,” the Council 
declared. “It is an opportunity for 
cotton people to lift themselves by 
their own bootstraps. 

“This year has been a banner 
year for sales of cotton. Since early 
spring mills have been running to 
capacity turning out scores of fine 
cotton articles. By joining, together 
to make this a Cotton Christmas, 
we of the Belt can make history 
for King Cotton.”
